Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Cotswold 
United  Districts  for  the  year  1959,  as  required  by  the  Minister 
of  Health  under  the  Regulations  5(3)  and  15(5)  of  the  Public 
Health  Officers  Regulations  1959.  This  is  my  first  Annual 
Report  for  the  Cotswold  United  Districts  as,  although  1 took 
up  the  appointment  with  the  North  Cotswold  Rural  District 
in  November  1958,  the  United  Districts  order  did  not  come 
into  operation  until  April  1959. 

Much  of  the  report  deals  with  the  day  to  day  work 
of  the  Public  Health  Departments  and  this  appears  under  a 
separate  report  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  respect 
of  each  district.  The  statistics  contained  in  the  foreword  to 
the  Report  relate  to  the  United  Districts  as  a whole. 
Although  the  area  is  in  many  ways  comparable  as  a Cotswold 
area,  different  districts  have  different  problems  and  also 
have  different  methods  of  solving  these  problems. 

The  total  population,  according  to  the  Registrar 
General’s  mid-year  estimate,  has  increased,  being  63,050 
compared  with  63,030  last  year.  The  population  decreased 
by  120  in  the  Cirencester  Urban  District,  by  20  in  the 
Tetbury  Rural  District  and  by  150  in  the  North  Cotswold 
Rural  District  and  increased  by  300  in  Cirencester  Rural 
District  and  by  10  in  Northleach  Rural  District. 

The  Birth  Rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  16-6 
compared  with  161  in  1958.  There  were  1,046  live  births 
compared  with  1,017  in  1958,  the  corresponding  still  birth 
figures  being  22  and  20.  The  still  birth  rate  per  1,000  live 
and  still  births  was  20-6  compared  with  21  0 for  England 
and  Wales.  The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  was  4-9 
compared  with  3-6  for  1958.  Infant  mortality  rate  (per 
1,000  live  births)  was  20T  compared  with  the  corresponding 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  22-2. 

The  neo-natal  mortality  rate  (deaths  under  4 weeks 
per  1,000  live  births)  was  17-2  compared  with  the  corres- 
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ponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  15-8.  Two  women 
died  in,  or  in  consequence  of  childbirth. 

The  total  registered  deaths,  670,  compared  with  701 
for  1958.  The  crude  death  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population 
was  10-6  compared  with  1T6  for  England  and  Wales.  The 
deaths  certified  as  being  due  to  heart  disease  were  204  and 
101  of  these  were  due  to  coronary  disease.  Cancer  caused 
99  deaths  of  which  19  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung,  17 
of  which  were  male.  There  were  16  deaths  from  cancer 
of  the  lung  in  1958.  Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system 
caused  106  deaths.  At  death  69-4  per  cent,  had  survived 
to  over  65  years  of  age  and  45-5  per  cent,  had  survived 
to  over  75  years  of  age. 

There  were  1,069  notifications  of  infectious  disease 
compared  with  748  for  the  previous  year,  the  increase  being 
accounted  for  by  more  notifications  of  measles. 

No  notifications  of  poliomyelitis  were  received.  There 
were  12  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  which  11  were  pulmonary. 
This  compares  with  18  notifications  in  1958  of  which  14 
were  pulmonary.  There  was  one  death  from  tuberculosis 
during  the  year. 

No  notifications  of  food  poisoning  were  received  but 
several  cases  caused  by  food  poisoning  organisms  came  to 
light  following  laboratory  investigations.  In  all  there  were 
7 such  cases  and  4 symptomless  excretors  were  found.  In 
2 instances  other  members  of  the  family  had  symptoms  and 
this  accounted  for  5 of  the  cases.  The  other  2 cases  were 
isolated  instances.  The  4 symptomless  excretors  were 
members  of  one  of  the  families  where  children  had  symptoms. 
Full  investigation  failed  to  reveal  any  source  but  one  isolated 
case  might  have  been  caused  by  consumption  of  a sausage 
roll. 

Progress  continues  to  be  made  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  1955  and  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  Most 
of  the  premises  now  comply  to  a reasonable  extent  as  far 
as  structure  and  equipment  are  concerned.  More  attention 
will  have  to  be  paid  to  licensed  premises  and  catering 
establishments.  Brewery  Companies  are  putting  forward 
programmes  for  modernisation  of  their  premises  but  the 
rate  of  progress,  particularly  in  villages,  is  very  slow  and 
some  of  the  sanitary  accommodation  is  very  poor.  Although 
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many  premises  have  been  completely  modernised  and 
structurally  altered  under  the  requirements  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations,  routine  inspections  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  are  necessary  both  for  educational  pur- 
poses and  to  see  that  the  cleanliness  and  hygienic  food 
handling  is  being  maintained.  One  has  the  impression  that 
the  majority  of  the  people  in  the  Food  Trade  try  to  set  a 
high  standard  of  hygiene  but  many  still  need  to  improve 
their  methods.  The  turnover  of  staff  is  always  one  of  the 
difficulties. 

Progress  in  housing,  water  supplies  and  sewerage  is 
detailed  in  the  Reports  under  individual  districts.  Once 
again  the  emphasis  in  the  housing  programme  was  on  slum 
clearance  and  the  provision  of  dwellings  for  old  people. 
In  most  of  the  districts,  the  slum  clearance  programme  is 
progressing  very  well.  In  the  Cotswolds,  one  of  the  main 
aims  is  to  preserve  houses  and  cottages  that  can  be  reason- 
ably improved  and  so  retain  the  character  of  the  villages. 
Improvement  Grants,  both  discretionary  and  the  new 
Standard  Grant  have  been  widely  used  and  have  been  the 
means  of  saving  many  cottages  which  would  otherwise  have 
fallen  into  decay  to  an  extent  where  demolition  would  be 
the  only  solution.  The  co-operation  of  owners  has  been 
of  immense  value  in  this  aim.  Various  schemes  have  been 
considered  for  the  provision  of  small  blocks  of  units  of 
accommodation  for  old  people  to  include  central  heating, 
communal  dining  room  if  necessary,  and  a resident  warden, 
etc.  I am  quite  sure  that  for  many  old  people  this  is  the 
ideal  half-way  house  between  their  own,  often  sub  standard 
cottages  lacking  amenities,  and  admission  to  either  hospital 
or  a welfare  home.  I feel  that  the  needs  of  young  married 
couples  must  not  be  forgotten  in  the  housing  programmes, 
as  many  of  them  have  to  start  off  married  life  either  living 
with  in-laws  or  in  rooms  which  is  scarcely  a good  start. 

The  Rural  Districts  have  made  rapid  strides  in  the 
provision  of  public  Water  Supplies  and  out  of  a total  of 
1 1 1 parishes,  93  have  public  mains  water  available.  They 
are  also  going  ahead  with  sewerage  schemes  and  201  parishes 
have  public  sewers  available.  The  provision  of  sewerage 
schemes  for  some  parishes  will  be  very  costly  but  apart 
from  the  question  of  providing  modern  amenities  in  villages. 
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the  possible  pollution  of  water  supplies  must  be  borne  in 
mind.  River  pollution  is  relatively  easy  to  detect  but  in 
the  Cotswolds,  where  there  are  large  reserves  of  underground 
water  which  form  the  main  sources  of  public  supplies,  the 
cause  of  any  pollution  is  much  more  difficult  to  find.  The 
multiplication  of  scattered  septic  tanks  throughout  the  area 
may  well  pollute  these  underground  sources  due  to  faults 
in  the  strata.  The  Ministry  will  therefore  have  to  consider 
approval  of  sewerage  schemes  which  cost  very  much  more 
than  in  other  areas. 

There  was  a welcome  increase  in  the  number  of 
children  immunised  against  diphtheria,  1,254,  compared 
with  614  the  previous  year.  It  would  appear  that  many 
parents  elected  to  have  their  babies  vaccinated  against 
poliomyelitis  first  which  accounted  for  last  year’s  low  figures 
for  diphtheria  immunisation.  Once  again  a very  heavy 
programme  of  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  under- 
taken, the  age  groups  being  extended  up  to  the  age  of  25. 
The  response  from  the  15  to  25  age  group  was  at  first  very 
disappointing  but  later  much  larger  numbers  were  registered. 
The  response  from  expectant  mothers  is  still  disappointing. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  in  the  county  a total  of  124.902 
persons  had  completed  two  injections.  80%  (96,267)  of 
the  age  groups  from  6 months  to  16  years  had  been  vaccin 
ated  and  40%  (22,286)  of  the  age  groups  up  to  25  years 
had  received  two  injections.  In  all  age  groups  third 
injections  had  been  given  to  81,975  persons. 

Once  again  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Councils  and  Committees 
for  their  support  and  encouragement  during  the  year.  In 
addition  my  thanks  are  due  to  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
and  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Departments  for  their  co- 
operation during  the  year  and  for  the  work  done  in 
preparation  of  the  various  reports.  I also  take  this 
opportunity  of  thanking  the  Clerks  and  other  officers  of 
the  Councils  for  their  help  throughout  the  year.

The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate  of  the 
population,  12,070  for  1959,  shows  a decrease  of  120  over 
the  previous  year.  The  natural  increase  in  population, 
excess  of  births  over  deaths,  was  17. 


BIRTH  RATE 

There  were  179  births,  1 more  than  in  1958,  the 
comparable  birth  rate  being  15T  compared  with  14-9  for 
the  previous  year  and  16-5  for  England  and  Wales. 
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DEATH  RATE 


There  were  162  deaths  during  the  year,  a decrease 
of  7 over  last  year,  the  comparable  death  rate  being  9-7 
compared  with  9-3  the  previous  year  and  comparing  favour- 
ably with  a figure  of  11-6  for  England  and  Wales. 


INFANT  MORTALITY  RATE 

There  were  5 infant  deaths  compared  with  4 for  last 
year,  the  infant  mortality  rates  being  27-9  and  22-5  respect- 
ively. The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1959  was  22-2. 
Four  of  these  deaths  took  place  in  the  neonatal  period 
(i.e.  within  4 weeks  of  birth).  There  were  6 still  births 
compared  with  3 the  previous  year.

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  work  of 
my  Department  for  the  year  1959  ; 

The  Department  was  without  an  Additional  Inspector 
for  a period  of  3^  months  during  the  year,  in  addition  to 
5^  months  the  previous  year.  It  has  only  been  possible, 
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therefore,  to  carry  out  the  daily  routine  work.  100%  meat 
inspection  commenced  on  the  1st  May  which  entailed  a 
considerable  amount  of  time  being  spent  at  the  Bacon 
Factories. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 


Water  Supply 

The  supply  of  water  from  the  Council’s  Baunton 
Waterworks  continued  throughout  the  year  to  be  entirely 
satisfactory  and  four  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  indicated  the  continuance  of  an  exceptionally 
high  standard  of  purity. 

During  the  year  the  total  quantity  supplied  within 
the  Council’s  area  of  supply  was  208,562,000  gallons.  The 
total  quantity  supplied  under  bulk  agreements  amounted 
to  55,651,000  gallons  covering  supplies  to  the  Cirencester 
Rural  District  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Works  for 
Daglingworth  Camp. 

A sample  of  water  was  taken  from  a well  serving 
two  houses.  The  County  Analyst’s  report  showed  that  the 
water  was  totally  unfit  for  drinking  purposes  and  the  owners 
of  the  properties  were  called  upon  to  provide  a supply  of 
water  from  the  town’s  main  and  this  was  carried  out. 


Swimming  Baths 

The  open-air  Swimming  Baths  were  open  from  the 
beginning  of  May  to  the  end  of  September.  The  baths 
proved  very  popular,  especially  during  the  good  weather 
of  the  summer. 

As  in  past  years,  day  time  reservations  were  made 
for  schools  in  the  area,  for  the  Royal  Agricultural  College 
and  for  personnel  from  the  R.A.F.  Station  of  South  Cerney. 

The  water  comes  from  the  Council’s  main  supply 
and  is  in  continuous  circulation  with  an  8-hour  turnover. 
It  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  by  a water  injection  chlorinator. 
Tests  for  residual  chlorine  are  made  daily. 
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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Extensions  to  the  Sewerage  scheme  were  provided 
to  allow  for  further  housing  development.  No  particular 
difficulties  were  experienced  at  the  Shorncote  Disposal  Works 
and  no  sample  taken  was  unfavourably  commented  on  by 
the  Thames  Conservancy. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Collection  of  house  refuse  continued  on  a weekly 
basis  and  disposal  was  by  controlled  tipping.  During  the 
year  some  4.058  tons  were  dealt  with. 

Salvage 

The  weight  of  salvaged  materials  sold  during  the 
year  was  52  tons  10  cwts.,  the  majority  being  paper.  The 
value  of  such  materials  being  £394. 

Drainage 

The  owners  of  four  properties  served  by  septic  tanks 
were  persuaded  to  connect  to  the  Council’s  sewer  which 
had  recently  been  laid. 

Colour  tests  were  applied  to  drainage  systems  of 
two  properties  where  septic  tanks  were  installed  and  it  was 
found  that  the  overflows  discharged  to  a tributary  of  the 
Thames  and  was  causing  pollution.  The  owners  of  both 
properties  were  called  upon  to  connect  to  the  Council’s 
sewer. 

The  overflow  from  three  septic  tanks  was  found  to 
discharge  into  an  open  field  adjacent  to  a public  footpath 
in  the  Stratton  area  and  giving  rise  to  a serious  nuisance. 
A report  was  made  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  on  this 
matter  and  the  Council  subsequently  agreed  to  sewer  this 
part  of  the  district  as  the  drainage  arrangements  in  the 
area  were  unsatisfactory. 

Inspections  were  made  of  a number  of  houses  and 
it  was  found  that  eight  properties  were  without  sanitary 
sinks.  Notice  was  served  on  the  owner  and  the  sinks  were 
provided  together  with  a certain  amount  of  new  drainage. 
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As  a result  of  a complaint  a visit  was  made  to 
Watermoor  School  and  the  sanitary  accommodation  was 
inspected.  This  was  found  to  be  inadequate  and  unsatis- 
factory and  the  County  Council  were  notified  of  the  position. 
Certain  cleansing  was  carried  out  and  the  County  Council 
agreed  to  proceed  with  the  improvement  work  as  quickly 
as  possible. 

Nuisances  Under  the  Public  Health  Act 

52  nuisances  were  recorded  during  the  year,  the 
majority  being  due  to  housing  defects.  34  of  these  were 
abated,  the  number  outstanding  being  mainly  nuisances 
observed  during  the  month  of  December. 

Complaints  were  received  from  the  occupiers  of 
premises  adjacent  to  a dry  cleaning  establishment  regarding 
discharge  of  fumes  from  the  cleaning  plant.  A nuisance  was 
observed  at  these  premises  and  the  owner  agreed  to  alter 
the  ventilation  system  to  the  workroom. 


Dangerous  and  Dilapidated  Buildings 

Three  properties  were  dealt  with  under  the  above 
heading.  One  was  a shop  where  the  masonry  was  dangerous 
and  defective  and  falling  on  to  the  pavement.  A dangerous 
and  defective  chimney  stack  was  noticed  at  another  property 
and  the  rear  wall  of  a workshop  was  found  to  be  unsafe. 
The  owners  of  the  properties  concerned  were  notified  and 
action  was  taken  to  make  the  buildings  safe. 

Dirty  and  Verminous  Premises 

On  inspection  one  house  was  found  to  be  bug  infested. 
This  was  cleansed  and  disinfected  by  the  department. 

Offensive  Trades 

Consent  was  given  to  operate  the  waste  eliminating 
plants  to  the  two  bacon  factories  where  blood  drying  and  fat 
extraction  was  carried  out.  In  each  case  the  premises  were 
maintained  in  good  order  and  the  process  carried  out 
without  nuisance. 
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Pet  Animals  Act,  1951 

Two  licences  were  issued  to  shops  permitting  chicks, 
budgerigars,  goldfish,  tortoises,  etc.,  to  be  kept  on  the 
premises  for  sale. 

Moveable  Dwellings 

Three  applications  were  received  to  station  caravans 
on  plots  of  land  in  various  parts  of  the  town.  Each 
application  was  approved  and  licences  were  issued 
accordingly. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1958 

21  licences  were  renewed  and  two  new  licences  were 

issued. 

Slaughterhouses 

Licences  to  the  two  bacon  factories  and  the  private 
slaughterhouse  were  issued. 

As  reported  in  previous  years,  the  private  slaughter- 
house was  considered  unsatisfactory  but  it  was  hoped  that 
the  premises  would  be  brought  up  to  standard  when  the 
Slaughterhouse  Act,  1958,  came  into  operation. 

Although  the  bacon  factories  were  maintained  in 
reasonably  good  order,  certain  work  is  required  to  be 
carried  out  in  order  to  comply  with  the  new  Act. 

Meat  Inspection 

In  June  1958  a questionnaire  was  received  from  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  asking  if  the 
Local  Authority  was  carrying  out  100%  meat  inspection. 
The  Ministry  were  informed  that  the  Council  was  not 
carrying  out  100%  meat  inspection  owing  to  lack  of 
qualified  staff. 

After  due  consideration  of  this  problem  by  the  Public 
Health  Committee  and  the  Council,  an  Additional  Qualified 
Public  Health  Inspector  was  appointed  to  the  department 
in  April  1959. 
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With  subsequent  co-operation  from  both  bacon 
factories,  100%  inspection  was  carried  out. 

At  the  Private  Slaughterhouse  100%  inspection  has 
always  been  maintained. 

The  Urban  Council  can  be  justly  proud  of  the  fact 
that  every  animal  slaughtered  for  human  consumption  within 
the  area  is  inspected  before  it  leaves  the  slaughterhouse.

Clean  Air  Act 

Complaints  were  received  from  a locality  in  the  town 
regarding  emissions  of  soot  and  gritty  particles  from  a 
laundry  chimney.  Eight  observations  were  taken  of  the 
chimney  and  grit  test  plates  were  placed  in  gardens  around 
this  factory  in  order  to  record  the  grit  deposits. 

As  a result  of  this  a serious  nuisance  was  observed. 
Foliage  to  the  trees  on  the  south  side  of  the  premises  in 
question  was  blackened  to  a considerable  extent  and  the 
Health  Committee,  after  due  consideration,  authorised  a 
Statutory  Notice  to  be  served  upon  the  owner  of  the  factory. 
After  consultations  with  the  owner  he  agreed  to  instal  a 
new  boiler  and  plans  were  submitted  to  the  Council  for  this. 
In  addition,  he  agreed  to  provide  a better  quality  fuel  and 
cut  down  the  forced  draught  in  order  to  prevent  any  further 
nuisance.  r.

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Laboratory  investigation  brought  to  light  5 cases 
where  symptoms  had  been  caused  by  organisms  normally 
associated  with  food  poisoning.  Two  were  isolated  cases 
and  the  other  three  occurred  in  one  family. 

The  first  case  occurred  in  July  where  salmonella 
typhimurium  was  isolated  from  a six  month  old  baby. 
Investigation  failed  to  reveal  any  source  and  no  other 
members  of  the  family  were  affected. 

The  second  case  occurred  in  November  and  sal- 
monella typhimurium  was  isolated  from  an  adult  male. 
The  only  suspected  food  was  a sausage  roll  which  was 
consumed  some  hours  before  symptoms  occurred.  No  other 
cases  occurred  and  as  the  time  factor  between  eating  the 
roll  and  the  occurrence  of  symptoms  was  short,  it  is  doubtful 
if  the  roll  was  in  fact  the  cause. 

The  organism  concerned  in  the  other  three  cases 
which  occurred  in  a family  was  salmonella  enteriditis. 
The  first  case  which  came  to  light  was  a baby  of  7 months 
but  investigation  revealed  that  two  other  children  had  had 
symptoms,  one  two  days  before  and  one  four  days  after. 
Four  other  members  of  the  family,  including  the  mother, 
were  found  to  be  symptomless  excretors  and  no  source 
was  suspected,  the  likelihood  being  the  infection  was  not 
food  borne.

Annual  Report  of  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector 

and  Surveyor 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

For  the  first  time  I have  the  honour  of  presenting 
the  annual  report  on  the  work  of  my  Department  and  must, 
at  once,  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  opportunity  of  doing  so. 

The  year  has  been  an  exceptionally  busy  one,  due 
partly,  no  doubt,  to  the  removal  of  financial  restrictions 
with  the  consequent  surge  of  activity  in  many  fields. 
Recognising  this  increase  in  the  work  of  the  Department, 
and  the  prospect  of  even  more  to  come,  the  Council  author- 
ised the  appointment  of  a further  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector,  the  recall  to  his  permanent  post  of  Building 
Inspector  of  Mr.  Bell  (temporarily  seconded  to  the  Fairford 
Sewerage  Scheme  as  Assistant  Resident  Engineer)  and  the 
replacement  of  a part-time  shorthand-typist  by  a full  time 
employee. 
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To  accommodate  the  extra  stalf  and  enable  re- 
organisation of  the  Department  for  increased  efficiency  the 
whole  of  the  top  floor  of  Wellesley  House  was  placed  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Public  Health  and  Surveyor’s  Department. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  extensive  repairs  to  the 
fabric  of  the  building  were  approaching  completion  and 
the  beauty  of  the  front  elevation,  with  its  new  facing  of 
Painswick  stone  and  hand  worked  portico,  was  visible 
through  the  scaffolding.  It  should  well  merit  its  important 
position  in  the  town  when  the  new  central  re-development 
of  Cirencester  takes  place. 

There  was  considerable  activity  under  the  Housing 
Acts  during  the  year,  the  Housing  Survey  of  the  whole 
district  was  completed,  cottage  improvement,  aided  by 
Discretionary  and  Standard  Grants,  was  widespread  and 
the  erection  of  Council  Houses  enabled  demolition  of 
“hopeless”  properties  to  be  commenced. 

The  long,  dry  summer  led  to  increased  water  demand, 
the  need  to  cart  water  to  properties  in  Ampney  St.  Peter 
where  shallow  wells  failed,  and  anxiety  about  the  source 
of  the  Coates  supply. 

I would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  all  members  of  my 
staff  for  their  efforts  in  dealing  with  what  has  been  an 
overwhelming  amount  of  work  in  a conscientious  and 
efficient  manner  and  to  thank  the  Clerk,  Chairman  and  all 
members  of  the  Council  for  their  confidence  and  support 
during  the  past  year.

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Water  Supplies 

By  the  end  of  the  year  Phase  II  of  the  Churn  Valley 
Water  Scheme  was  approaching  completion.  Mains  to  serve 
Bagendon,  Woodmancote,  Rendcomb  and  Colesbourne  were 
laid,  a reinforced  concrete  reservoir  of  120,000  gallons 
capacity  constructed  at  Rapsgate  and  the  Booster  Station 
at  Perrotts  Brook  was  in  an  advanced  stage. 

The  Ministry  of  Works  source  and  pumping  station 
in  Fairford  Park  were  taken  over  on  April  1st  and  water 
supplied  in  bulk  to  the  distribution  system  controlled  by 
the  Ernest  Cook  Trustees.  A scheme  of  new  public  mains 
for  Fairford  was  prepared,  and  approved  by  the  Minister 
after  a local  inquiry. 

Settlement  of  the  Fairford  water  problem  enabled 
progress  to  be  made  in  the  scheme  to  provide  water  to  the 
remaining  Eastern  Parishes  of  the  district.  A revised  scheme 
was  prepared  and  was  the  subject  of  a Ministry  local  inquiry. 

The  private  water  supply  serving  the  Itlay  area  of 
Daglingworth,  including  a booster  station  and  a small 
reservoir  at  Milestone  Plantation,  were  taken  over  by  the 
Council  on  April  1st. 

A scheme  to  provide  a public  supply  in  Edgeworth 
was  further  discussed. 

The  proposal  to  supply  South  Cerney,  Somerford 
Keynes,  Poole  Keynes  and  Ewen  from  the  Urban  District 
Council’s  source  rather  than  the  Swindon  Corporation’s  was 
approved  during  the  year. 

A decision  on  the  formation  of  the  Cotswold  Water 
Board  was  expected  during  the  year  but  not  received. 

The  Council’s  six  pumping  stations  in  Lechlade. 
Poulton,  Coates,  Marsden,  Down  Ampney  and  Fairford  were 
maintained  satisfactorily  during  the  year,  the  average 
monthly  consumption  of  the  undertakings  in  question  being 
817,537,  1,096,200,  609,431.  330,850, ‘"635,800.  2,251,200 
gallons  respectively. 
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Water  Samples 


23  samples  were  taken  from  the  Council’s  own 
supplies  at  Coates,  Down  Ampney,  Fairford,  Lechlade, 
Marsden  and  Ready  Token,  7 of  the  water  before  treatment 
and  16  on  distribution.  Of  the  raw  water  samples,  4 were 
satisfactory  and  2 showed  slight  pollution  and  1 more  serious 
contamination.  Of  the  16  distribution  samples,  all  but  4 
were  satisfactory. 

Six  samples  were  taken  from  bulk  supplies  received 
by  the  Council,  all  except  one  of  which  were  satisfactory. 

Seven  samples  were  taken  in  the  course  of  cleansing 
and  sterilising  new  mains. 

Of  19  samples  from  Estate  Supplies,  9 were  satis- 
factory and  10  unsatisfactory. 

Twenty-six  samples  were  taken  from  sources  serving 
individual  properties  and  of  these,  5 were  satisfactory  and 
21  unsatisfactory.  Action  was  taken  in  all  appropriate 
cases  to  secure  necessary  improvement. 

Samples  were  taken  from  the  Council’s  sources  and 
that  of  the  Co-operative  Wholesale  Society,  Latton  (which 
supplies  Down  Ampney)  for  the  determination  of  fluoride 
content.

Sewerage  and  Drainage 

On  1st  January,  1959,  work  commenced  on  the  new 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  system  for  Fairford  and 
continued  throughout  the  year. 

Tenders  were  received  for  the  new  sewer  and  pumping 
stations  to  serve  South  Cerney. 

With  these  two  schemes  in  an  advanced  stage  the 
Council,  following  a policy  of  “ being  prepared  ” initiated 
two  new  schemes.  The  Consultants  were  instructed  to 
investigate  and  report  on  the  provision  of  public  sewers 
(a)  in  Kempsford  and  Whelford  and  (b)  in  Poulton.  the 
Ampneys  and  Driffield. 
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Cleansing  of  the  sewerage  outfalls  at  Ampney  St. 
Peter,  Kempsford,  Lechlade,  Barnsley,  North  Cerney  and 
Poulton  was  carried  out  by  contract,  a mechanical  emptier 
being  used. 

Routine  measures  have  been  taken  for  the  destruction 
of  rats  in  the  Fairford  sewers  and  test  baiting  has  been 
carried  out  at  Lechlade. 

Parishes  provided  with  main  sewerage  are  as  follows  : 

(1)  Lechlade. 

(2)  Fairford  (obsolete  system  being  replaced). 

(3)  Quenington  (part  parish  served  by  new  system). 

(4)  Down  Ampney  (former  airfield  system  extended 
to  serve  majority  of  village). 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Refuse  Collection  was  carried  out  throughout  the 
District  by  Contract. 

Refuse  disposal  was  again  by  controlled  tipping  at 
the  tip  near  Rhymes  Barn  Farm,  Kempsford.  Regular 
rodent  control  was  carried  out  at  the  tip. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction 

Duties  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 
Act,  1949,  have  been  carried  out  throughout  the  year  by  a 
part-time  Rodent  Operator,  shared  with  the  Cirencester 
Urban  District  Council. 

99  farms  and  holdings  have  been  inspected,  428 
dwelling  houses  and  65  business  premises.  In  addition  to 
Council  property,  treatments  have  been  carried  out  at  51 
dwelling  houses  and  17  business  premises.

HOUSE  INSPECTION 
Housing  Acts  1936-1959 

1959  saw  the  completion  of  the  Housing  Survey,  the 
inspection  and  classification  of  sub-standard  properties  in 
the  district.  The  Survey  commenced  in  1954  and  the  first 
year  was  used  to  obtain  an  overall  picture  of  the  worst 
housing  conditions  in  the  district.  As  a result  of  this,  the 
Council’s  five  year  demolition  programme  was  formulated 
showing  a probable  90  properties  to  be  demolished. 

The  next  phase  was  a complete  survey  of  the  district 
to  obtain  full  details  of  housing  conditions  in  each  of  the 
35  parishes. 

One  main  purpose  of  the  Survey  was  to  determine 
the  number  and  distribution  of  Council  Houses  needed  to 
provide  necessary  alternative  accommodation  and  allow 
Housing  Act  action  to  be  taken  to  secure  the  demolition 
of  the  worst  houses.  The  other  was  to  raise  the  general 
standard  of  cottage  property  throughout  the  District.

In  all,  1,785  properties  have  been  inspected  of  which 
302  were  fit  according  to  Housing  Act  standards,  216  fell 
into  the  “ likely  to  be  demolished  ” category  and  the  remain- 
ing 1,267  were  found  to  be  unfit  in  varying  degrees.  (Pro- 
perties classed  as  “ likely  to  be  demolished  ” are  usually 
either  so  unstable  as  to  be  almost  beyond  repair  or  in  the 
ownership  of  persons  unwilling  or  unable  to  finance  the 
necessary  works.  The  latter  class  accounts  for  the  discrep- 
ancy between  the  90  originally  forecast  and  the  216  now 
listed.) 


A statistical  summary  of  the  findings  is  set  out  below 
(Table  1)  : 

As  the  Survey  proceeded,  action  both  formal  and 
informal  has  been  taken  in  each  parish  to  achieve  its  objects. 

Such  work  is,  of  course,  rarely  covered  by  one  visit 
to  a house,  the  general  pattern  being  that  a house  is  first 
inspected  to  determine  its  condition,  then  again  with  the 
owner  to  discuss  works  of  improvement.  This  is  usually 
followed  by  a visit  with  an  architect  or  builder  to  settle 
details,  and,  particularly  if  an  Improvement  Grant  is  applied 
for,  another  inspection  to  check  the  final  scheme.  Several 
visits  are  needed  during  the  course  of  the  work  and  then 
the  final  inspection  has  to  be  made. 

The  need  for  old  persons  dwellings  became  apparent 
at  an  early  stage  and  8 have  already  been  erected  at  Lech- 
lade  and  10  at  Fairford.  These,  together  with  4 of  the 
houses  at  present  under  construction  at  Quenington,  have 
provided  the  necessary  alternative  accommodation  to  deal 
with  the  needs  of  Lechlade,  Quenington,  Meysey  Hampton 
and  most  of  Fairford. 

At  Kempsford,  the  parish  with  the  highest  proportion 
of  seriously  sub-standard  properties  in  the  district,  the 
acquisition  of  a conveniently  situated  housing  site  was 
extremely  difficult.  It  was,  therefore,  decided  to  attempt 
a central  re-development  scheme.  This  entailed  the  purchase 
of  an  area  of  land  which  included  the  sites  of  8 demolition 
type  cottages,  its  clearance  and  the  erection  thereon  of  14 
houses  and  8 flats.  Their  occupation  leaves  only  one  family 
needing  accommodation  and  they  wish  to  go  to  Fairford. 
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Throughout  the  rest  of  the  district,  wh»sre  demolition 
type  properties  have  become  vacant  (often  due  to  the 
allocation  of  “ General  need  ” Council  Houses),  appropriate 
action  has  been  taken. 

The  Survey  has  been  accompanied  by  a drive  to  raise 
the  standard  of  cottage  property  throughout  the  district, 
following,  wherever  possible,  a policy  of  friendly  co-operation 
with  owners.  The  Council’s  willingness  to  give  Improvement 
Grants  has  been  a valuable  incentive  to  owners  and  has 
made  a useful  talking  point  when  persuading  them  to  carry 
out  full  schemes  of  improvement. 

321  cottages  have  already  been  improved  and  schemes 
for  many  more  have  been  discussed  and  are  in  various 
stages  of  preparation. 

When  owners  have  been  unwilling  or  unable  to 
finance  improvements,  they  have  been  advised  to  consider 
selling  their  property  and  in  many  cases  the  new  owners 
(often  the  sitting  tenants)  have  improved  them. 

Programmes  of  improvement  have  been  discussed 
with  all  the  Estates  in  the  District  and  in  most  cases  are 
progressing.  These  are  necessarily  long  term  projects  par- 
ticularly in  the  cases  of  the  larger  Estates. 

In  parishes  where  re-housing  has  been  possible  and 
demolition  action  has  been  taken,  many  of  the  vacated 
sub-standard  cottages,  freed  from  controlled  tenancies  at  a 
small  rent,  have  changed  hands  and  are  now  being  modern- 
ised, with  or  without  the  aid  of  Grants.  It  seems  likely 
that  this  pattern  may  be  repeated  throughout  the  district 
as,  given  vacant  possession,  even  very  poor  cottages  seem 
to  find  purchasers  in  spite  of  being  the  subjects  of  Demolition 
Orders. 

This  state  of  affairs  has  the  advantage  that  the 
Council  obtain  a “ Slum  Clearance  ” Subsidy  on  the  alter- 
native accommodation  they  provide  and  the  original  cottage, 
is  nevertheless,  saved.

It  has  revealed  a real  need  for  the  provision  of  accommoda- 
tion for  old  people  and  the  fact  that  the  provision  of 
services  in  a particular  part  of  the  district  is  followed 
automatically  by  voluntary  cottage  improvement.

The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate  of  the 
population,  20,390  for  1959,  shows  a decrease  of  150  over 
the  previous  year.  The  natural  increase  in  population, 
excess  of  births  over  deaths,  was  141. 

BIRTH  RATE 

There  were  347  births,  34  more  than  in  1958,  the 
comparable  birth  rate  being  18-4  compared  with  16-4  for 
the  previous  year  and  with  16-5  for  England  and  Wales. 

DEATH  RATE 

There  were  206  deaths  during  the  year,  a decrease 
of  27,  the  comparable  death  rate  being  9-7  compared  with 
10-5  in  1958  and  comparing  favourably  with  the  figure  of 
1 1 '6  for  England  and  Wales. 

INFANT  MORTALITY 

There  were  6 infant  deaths  compared  with  8 for  last 
year,  infant  mortality  rates  being  17-3  and  25-5  respectively. 
The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  22-2.  5 of  these  deaths 
took  place  in  the  neonatal  period  (i.e.  within  4 weeks  of 
birth),  the  neonatal  mortality  rate  being  14-4  compared  with 
19-2  for  last  year  and  with  15-8  for  England  and  Wales.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Planning  Consent  was  obtained  for  the  use  of  several 
suitable  sites  in  the  district  for  the  disposal  of  refuse. 

In  April  1959  the  Council  purchased  earth  moving 
equipment  and  a new  12/14  cu.yd.  refuse  collection  vehicle 
and  commenced  controlled  tipping  at  Blockley  and  Naunton. 
Since  controlled  tipping  has  been  carried  out  there  have  been 
no  nuisances  from  fires,  flies  or  vermin. 

A weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out 
at  the  5 large  centres  of  population  and  a fortnightly 
collection  in  all  the  other  parishes. 
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Paper  Salvage 

The  price  of  waste  paper  remained  at  £6  per  ton 
until  the  1st  December,  1959,  when  it  rose  to  £7  per  ton. 
Messrs.  J.  Ainsworth  and  Co.  (Bolton)  Limited  continue  to 
collect  from  us. 

The  weight  sold  was  124  tons  12  cwts.  9 qtrs.,  and 
this  brought  in  the  sum  of  £753-17-0. 


HOUSING 

A Clearance  Order  was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  at  Blockley  (Snug- 
borough)  including  6 houses.  Individual  action  under 
Section  16  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  was  taken  against  19 
houses,  resulting  generally  in  the  acceptance  by  the  Council 
of  Undertakings  not  to  relet  the  houses  once  vacated  until 
they  have  been  made  fit. 

The  Council  continue  to  pursue  their  policy  of 
encouraging  owners  to  improve  sub-standard  cottages  with 
the  aid  of  a Grant,  and  many  old  stone  cottages  have  been 
preserved  in  this  way.  During  the  year  Discretionary  Grants 
were  made  in  respect  of  alterations  and  improvements  to 
64  dwellings,  making  a total  of  349  Improvement  Grant 
schemes  completed  up  to  the  end  of  1959.

In  the  autumn  of  1959  the  district  was  affected  by  a 
very  serious  fowl  pest  scourge,  and  drastic  measures  involv- 
ing the  slaughter  of  45.000  head  of  poultry  were  ordered  by 
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the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  The 
responsibility  of  disposal  of  not  only  the  birds  affected  but 
all  those  ordered  to  be  slaughtered  was  undertaken  by  the 
Ministry’s  Veterinary  Surgeons  but  the  Council’s  Officers 
co-operated  with  them  in  arranging  suitable  means  of 
disposal. 

Slaughterhouses 

All  meat  slaughtered  in  proper  slaughterhouses  is 
inspected.  In  the  course  of  this  duty  302  visits  were  made 
and  1,155  carcases  examined.

BIRTH  RATE 

There  were  113  live  births  during  the  year,  8 fewer 
than  in  1958,  the  comparable  birth  rates  being  14-5  and 
15-5  respectively.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for 
1959  was  16-5. 
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DEATH  RATE 

There  were  93  deaths  during  the  year,  an  increase 
of  3 over  the  previous  year,  the  comparable  death  rate 
being  8-7  for  1959  and  7-5  for  1958.  This  compares  favour- 
ably with  the  rate  of  11-6  for  England  and  Wales. 

INFANT  MORTALITY

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REPORT  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  AND 

SURVEYOR 


1 have  been  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor 
to  the  Northleach  Rural  District  Council  for  the  past  34 
years.  This  separate  report  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
dealing  with  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  is  new 
for  the  Annual  Report  of  the  United  Districts  and  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  felt  that  as  Public  Health 
Inspectors  are  responsible  for  the  day  to  day  administration 
of  their  Public  Health  Departments,  separate  reports  would 
be  valuable. 

Water  Supplies 

The  completion  of  the  comprehensive  water  scheme 
was  achieved  by  the  end  of  the  year  as  far  as  main  laying 
is  concerned,  there  are  still  one  or  two  small  pumping 
stations  to  complete  but  this  work  will  not  interfere  with  the 
supply  of  water  to  all  the  parishes  on  the  mains.  The 
position  now  is  that  all  parishes  in  the  Rural  District  are 
served  by  the  Council’s  Mains,  except  the  parishes  of 
Withington  and  Yanworth  as  these  were  considered  to  have 
sufficient  and  wholesome  supplies  at  the  time  the  investiga- 
tions of  the  water  supplies  for  the  area  were  being  carried 
out,  both  of  these  supplies  are  privately  owned. 

The  comprehensive  scheme  for  the  area  is  derived 
from  two  sources  namely  Bibury  Borehole  and  Syreford 
Borehole  and  is  circulated  throughout  the  area  by  means 
of  pumping  stations,  various  reservoirs  and  booster  pumps, 
the  water  is  treated  before  distribution.  The  scheme  is  so 
designed  that  should  it  be  necessary  to  draw  from  one  source 
only,  this  can  supply  the  whole  distribution  system  of  mains. 
Mr.  F.  Ballinger  is  Water  Superintendent  and  deals  with 
the  supervision  of  the  pumping  stations,  treatment  of  water, 
reservoirs,  leak  detection  and  connections  to  the  mains,  etc. 

In  my  opinion,  the  charges  for  water  are  low  consider- 
ing that  an  adequate  and  wholesome  water  supply  is  one 
of  the  essentials  of  modern  life.  Much  water  is  wasted 
through  neglect  and  if  private  houses  were  supplied  with 
meters,  householders  would  realise  the  vast  amount  of 
waste  there  is  and  the  extra  cost  to  be  borne. 
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The  parishes  of  Quenington  and  Hatherop  which  are 
in  the  Cirencester  R.D.C.  are  supplied  with  water  from  the 
comprehensive  scheme,  the  mains  passing  through  Hatherop 
and  a metered  supply  being  available  for  Quenington.

During  the  year  one  sample  was  taken  from  a private 
residence  and  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  the  Agents 
for  the  property  were  informed  and  the  house  was  subse- 
quently connected  to  the  Council’s  mains. 
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Regular  samples  are  taken  by  the  Water  Superintend- 
ent from  the  Council’s  mains  and  so  far  they  have  been 
quite  satisfactory.

Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

At  the  present  time  Northleach  Parish  is  the  only 
parish  with  a complete  sewage  disposal  scheme  which  has 
been  in  operation  since  1951  and  serves  a population  of 
approximately  1,200.  One  man  maintains  this  system  which 
comprises  one  pumping  station,  and  disposal  works,  so  far 
there  have  been  no  complaints  and  the  system  is  working 
satisfactorily. 

Generally  speaking  all  Council  housing  estates  have 
a sewage  disposal  plant  of  their  own  and  in  the  case  of 
Withington  this  also  deals  with  sewage  from  several  private 
properties.  The  plants  are  regularly  attended  to  by  an 
employee  of  the  Council  and  the  collecting  tanks  are  emptied 
twice  a year  by  a private  contractor. 

Regarding  a sewage  scheme  for  Andoversford,  this 
has  been  on  the  table  for  a number  of  years  and  has  now 
been  passed  and  approved  by  the  Ministry  but  is  still  not 
yet  started.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Consulting  Engineers  will 
soon  be  able  to  get  the  scheme  to  the  tendering  stage. 

As  previously  pointed  out  in  this  report,  the  whole 
area  has  now  been  provided  by  a mains  water  supply  and 
consequently  property  owners  are  now  in  a better  position 
to  provide  modern  sanitation  in  their  houses  and  this 
has  been  done  in  many  instances  by  providing  their  own 
septic  tanks  for  drainage  disposal,  this  works  well  in  many 
instances  and  can  be  diflBcult  in  others.  The  time  is  now 
ripe  for  sewage  schemes  for  each  parish  and  in  my  opinion 
should  be  followed  up  without  delay. 
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Refuse  Disposal 

A general  refuse  collection  scheme  operated  by  the 
Council  has  now  been  in  existence  since  1946  and  consists 
of  one  10  cubic  yard  Bedford  refuse  vehicle  which  is 
operated  by  two  men.  Collections  are  made  twice  a month 
with  the  exception  of  Northleach  which  has  a weekly 
collection.  The  number  of  parishes  served  being  26,  cover- 
ing an  area  of  approximately  118  sq.  miles.  One  new 
lorry  has  been  purchased  over  this  period  and  there  is  no 
spare  vehicle  in  case  of  breakdowns,  which  can  be  very 
worrying  at  times. 

Method  of  disposal  is  by  tipping  for  which  six  tips 
are  in  use,  these  being  old  disused  quarries,  no  extra  labour 
is  employed  for  levelling  the  tips  but  generally  speaking 
they  can  be  said  to  be  fairly  satisfactory,  the  biggest  worry 
is  finding  new  tips  when  the  existing  ones  are  full  and 
some  will  only  last  a further  year  or  two.  Few  complaints 
are  received  and,  considering  the  nature  of  the  job  and 
that  the  men  are  no  longer  young,  the  Council  is  well  served 
as  far  as  refuse  collection  is  concerned. 

Salvage  Collections  (Waste  Paper) 

The  collection  of  salvage  was  first  started  in  1940 
to  help  the  War  Effort  when  paper,  bones,  tins,  rubber, 
bottles,  etc.,  was  collected.  The  only  salvage  now  collected 
is  paper,  the  collections  being  made  as  the  men  go  round 
on  their  refuse  collections.  The  amount  realized  on  this 
paper  is  quite  small,  varying  from  £30  to  £40  per  year, 
but  it  is  far  better  to  have  it  collected  than  have  paper  on 
the  tips  with  a possible  risk  of  fire.  At  the  present  time 
the  price  paid  for  paper  is  £2  per  ton  for  loose  paper,  the 
supply  of  sacks  and  collection  from  the  store  being  under- 
taken by  the  Paper  Merchants. 

Litter  Bins 

There  are  a considerable  number  of  Gloucestershire 
C.C.  Litter  Bins  throughout  the  area,  some  on  the  lay-bys 
on  the  main  roads  and  some  in  the  villages  and  these  are 
all  emptied  by  the  refuse  collectors  during  their  rounds. 
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River  Pollution 

Generally  speaking  river  pollution  in  the  district  is 
non  existent,  it  has  always  been  my  object  to  see  that 
pollution  does  not  take  place  and  drainage  not  allowed  to 
discharge  into  rivers  or  streams.  There  is  one  exception 
at  Andoversford  where  slight  pollution  of  the  River  Coin 
occurs  at  several  places  and  this  will  be  remedied  when  the 
sewerage  scheme  is  completed.

During  the  year  4 licences  were  issued  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955  (Section  16)  for  the  sale  of  Ice 
Cream,  the  total  number  of  premises  now  registered  in  the 
area  is  22. 
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Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955 


There  are  84  premises  controlled  by  this  Act,  the 
premises  do  not  have  to  be  registered  under  the  requirements 
except  Slaughterhouses.  Since  the  passing  of  the  Act  great 
improvements  have  been  affected,  especially  with  regard 
to  hot  and  cold  water  supplies  and  washing  facilities  and 
cleanliness  generally,  many  country  shops  in  the  area  are 
equal,  if  not  better  than  some  in  the  larger  towns.  Frequent 
visits  are  made  to  ascertain  if  the  requirements  are  being 
carried  out  and  the  results  are  most  satisfying.  Some  further 
work  is  still  required  but  1 hope  to  get  the  desired  results 
in  due  course. 


Many  of  the  bigger  stores  find  it  difficult  to  obtain 
suitable  assistants  and  this  is  noticeable  on  my  inspections. 
In  my  opinion  all  shop  assistants  in  the  food  trade  should 
be  compelled  to  undergo  training  in  Food  Hygiene. 

1 am  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  no  prosecutions 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955  for  non  compliance 
with  same  was  necessary  but  one  person  was  warned  against 
smoking  whilst  serving  in  a sweet  shop.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

(Rats  and  Mice  Destruction) 

This  Act  has  been  operated  by  the  Council  for  the 
last  10  years  and  from  observations  and  knowledge  of  the 
district  I think  I am  right  in  saying  that  the  Council  are 
doing  a very  essential  and  useful  work  in  operating  the  Act 
to  the  full. 
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One  full-time  Pests  Operator  is  employed  on  this 
work,  he  systematically  inspects  the  whole  area,  covering 
private  houses,  business  premises,  farms,  tips  and  Local 
Authority  properties,  and  also  the  sewers,  which  I can  say 
are  free  from  infestation.  Northleach  sewers  are  treated 
once  every  two  years,  the  results  since  the  sewers  were  laid 
have  been  negative. 

Warfarin  is  the  main  bait  used  and  gives  excellent 
results  and  I should  like  to  mention  that  Mr.  J.  H.  Miles, 
the  Pests  Operator,  is  a very  thorough  and  honest  worker 
and  knows  his  job. 

Charges  are  made  for  treatment  and  are  based  on 
time,  travelling,  materials,  plus  20%  for  administrtation 
and  office  charges,  this  appears  to  be  the  only  fair  and 
satisfactory  way  of  dealing  with  costs.  No  charges  are 
made  to  old  age  pensioners.  The  sum  of  £234-14-6  was 
collected  in  respect  of  treatments  during  the  year.

PETROLEUM  (Consolidation)  ACT  1928,  as  amended 

At  the  present  time  there  are  80  Petroleum  Licences 
in  force  in  the  district  varying  from  private  premises,  farm 
premises,  petrol  stations  and  garages.  There  are  no  bulk 
storage  premises  in  the  district  (Petroleum  Companies 
Depots).  Every  application  for  a licence  has  to  comply 
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with  the  requirements  of  the  Petroleum  Acts  and  Orders 
before  being  granted  and  inspections  are  made  at  the  time 
of  installation  and  subsequently  in  order  to  see  that  the 
requirements  are  complied  with.  2 Petroleum  Licences  were 
withdrawn  during  the  year  and  the  installations  closed. 

HOUSING 

No  general  survey  has  taken  place  since  1945,  when 
the  whole  district  was  systematically  inspected,  village  by 
village,  and  a complete  record  made  of  the  then  prevailing 
conditions  under  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  in  conjunction 
with  the  County  Council,  the  figures  then  revealed  that  of 
2,048  houses  inspected  182  were  satisfactory  in  all  respects  ; 
391  had  minor  defects  ; 979  required  repair  and  structural 
alterations  ; 388  were  due  for  re-conditioning  ; 108  were 
unfit  and  beyond  repair  qt  reasonable  cost ; 36  were  over- 
crowded. Houses  with  a rateable  value  of  £20  and  over 
were  not  included  in  the  survey. 

No  general  survey  has  been  made  since  that  date 
but  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  regard  to 
modernising  cottages. 

No  clearance  areas  were  scheduled  under  the  survey. 

Housing  Complaints 

18  various  complaints  were  received  during  the  year, 
these  were  investigated  and  dealt  with. 

Improvement  Grants  (Housing  Act,  1494,  Section  20),  as 

amended  by  the  Housing  Financial  Provisions  Act, 

1958,  and  the  House  Purchase  Act,  1959 

These  Acts  were  a great  boon  to  Local  Authorities, 
especially  in  Rural  areas,  the  work  covered  in  the  Act  gives 
greater  scope  than  the  Building  Byelaws  and  Housing  Acts 
and  it  seems  to  me  a great  pity  that  the  subjects  are  not 
embodied  in  some  Housing  Act,  the  Housing  Acts  do  not 
empower  a Local  Authority  to  insist  on  Hot  and  Cold  water 
supplies,  bathrooms,  flush  W.C.s,  however  steady  progress 
has  been  made  with  the  improvement  of  properties. 
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Standard  Grants 


During  the  year  14  applications,  involving  16  pro- 
perties, were  received,  of  these  applications  7 were  owner 
occupiers. 


Discretionary  Grants 

37  applications  were  received,  involving  50  properties, 
14  of  which  were  for  owner  occupiers. 

Six  properties  were  provided  with  the  facilities  with- 
out the  aid  of  a grant  by  private  persons. 

Up  to  date  the  number  of  properties  Improved  by 
Grant  Aid  totals  282,  the  total  figure  with  and  without 
grant  aid  is  approximately  360.  Considering  that  most 
building  work  was  at  a standstill  from  1940  to  1953  these 
figures  can  be  considered  as  good. 


Private  Enterprise  Building

The  area  generally  does  not  lend  itself  to  private 
building  owing  to  the  fact  that  most  of  the  land  is  in  the 
hands  of  private  estates  and  most  of  that  land  is  farm  land. 


Council  Houses 

At  the  present  time  the  erection  of  Council  houses 
is  more  or  less  at  a standstill,  partly  due  to  the  high  interest 
rates  and  partly  because  the  need  for  houses  is  not  so 
pressing,  except  for  the  needs  of  old  people.  There  is  still 
a need,  however,  for  housing  accommodation  for  young 
married  couples.  Now  that  the  comprehensive  water  scheme 
is  completed  the  finding  of  suitable  building  sites  has  been 
made  much  easier  than  in  the  past  when  it  was  a question 
of  water  being  available. 
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Garages 

In  recent  years  there  has  been  a demand  for  garages 
for  Council  house  tenants  and  this  must  be  kept  in  mind 
for  any  future  building  schemes.

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Camp  Sites  (ex  War  Dept.) 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  there  is  now  only  one 
Camp  site  left  in  this  district,  namely  Whittington  Court 
Camp,  which  houses  8 families.  After  great  difficulty  with 
one  of  the  tenants  at  Stowell  Park  Camp,  who  had  to  be 
evicted,  the  Camp  was  finally  closed  in  the  early  part  of 
the  year. 

It  is  hoped  that  Whittington  Court  Camp  will  be 
closed  down  and  the  families  re-housed  some  time  in  1960. 
The  Council  were  responsible  for  looking  after  some  6 camp 
sites  after  the  war  as  follows  : Andoversford,  Stowell  Park, 
Chedworth,  Bibury,  Windrush,  Whittington. 

Camping  Sites  (Public  Health  Act,  1936)  and  (Town  and 

Country  Planning  Acts) 

The  position  regarding  caravans  and  sites  remains 
fairly  static,  there  are  two  authorised  sites  in  the  district, 
both  in  the  Parish  of  Cold  Aston.  Valley  View  Caravan 
Site  accommodates  15  caravans  for  holiday  and  permanent 
residence  and  Fosse  Way  Hotel  site  which  caters  for  10 
caravans  both  permanent  and  short  stay  residents.  There 
is  also  one  unauthorised  site  with  approximately  6 caravans 
which  the  Area  Planning  Officer  is  dealing  with. 

5 applications  for  stationing  of  a caravan  were 
approved  during  the  year. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  17  caravans  stationed 
individually  throughout  the  area. 

COUNCIL  SCHEMES  PREPARED  IN  THIS  OFFICE 
Alterations  to  Council  Houses 

During  the  year  the  four  Council  Houses  at  Courts 
Close,  Chedworth,  were  modernised,  the  contract  sum  being 
£1.587-7-0. 


Lock-up  Garages 

A scheme  was  prepared  for  twelve  Lock-up  Garages 
and  roadway  at  Walton  Estate,  Northleach,  and  work  has 
now  commenced.  The  contract  sum  being  £1,485,  which  is 
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most  reasonable  when  one  considers  that  they  are  of  large 
dimensions,  with  up-and-over  doors  and  are  faced  in  re- 
constructed stone.  It  is  proposed  to  charge  an  inclusive 
rent  of  6/-  per  week. 


Public  Buildings 

A scheme  was  prepared  for  a combined  ’Bus  Shelter 
and  Public  Conveniences  to  be  sited  in  the  Market  Place, 
Northleach.  This  is  of  traditional  design  and  a Public 
Inquiry  was  held  into  this  proposal  and  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  approved  both  the  site 
and  the  design  as  proposed.  It  is  expected  that  work  will 
commence  on  this  project  which  is  to  be  jointly  owned  by 
the  Northleach  R.D.C.  and  the  Northleach  with  Eastington 
Parish  Council,  during  1960.  All  plans  and  specifications 
for  the  above  schemes  were  prepared  by  my  assistant.

The  one  out-worker  in  the  district  undertakes  the 
setting  of  artificial  stones  in  jewellery  and  millinery  work, 
both  kinds  of  work  are  from  London  firms. 
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The  only  factory  in  the  area  in  the  true  sense  is  at 
Brockhampton,  which  is  a more  or  less  experimental  estab- 
lishment, the  other  premises  are  Garages,  Builder’s  work- 
shops and  Bakehouses  where  machinery  is  used.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
Water  Supply 

Negotiations  have  continued  for  the  taking  over  of 
the  Tetbury  Rural  District  Water  Undertaking  by  the 
Bristol  Waterworks  Company  whose  statutory  area  of  supply 
surrounds  Tetbury.  This  arrangement  arises  out  of  the 
re-grouping  of  water  undertakings  going  on  throughout 
the  country  on  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government.  Negotiations  originally  started 
with  the  West  Glos.  Water  Company  who  were  taken  over 
by  the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company  during  the  year. 
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Tetbui^  Rural  District  Council  Water  Undertaking 

This  includes  the  parishes  of  Tetbury,  Beverstone, 
Kingscote,  Ozleworth,  Ashley  and  part  of  Cherington  in 
the  statutory  area  of  supply,  but  part  of  the  parish  of 
Tetbury  Upton  surrounding  Tetbury  is  supplied  by  the 
undertaking  although  it  is  in  the  area  of  the  Bristol  Water- 
works Company. 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  two  boreholes  at  the 
Tetbury  Waterworks  which  are  capable  of  supplying  at 
least  half  a million  gallons  per  day. 

No.  1 Borehole  is  fitted  with  a Harland  submersible 
pump  capable  of  12,000  gallons  per  hour.  Arrangements 
have  been  made  to  install  a duplicate  set  in  No.  2 Borehole 
and  the  work  will  commence  early  in  the  new  year. 

It  is  proposed  to  carry  out  tests  of  both  boreholes 
when  the  duplicate  set  is  installed.

During  the  year  30  new  connections  were  made  to 
the  Council’s  mains.

Kingscote  village  and  the  surrounding  farms  are 
supplied  by  the  Kingscote/Horsley  Trust’s  water  supply. 
Samples  taken  from  this  supply  are  still  not  up  to  standard 
despite  the  owner’s  investigations  and  works  to  remedy  the 
position.  The  area  of  Bagpath  is  supplied  by  wells  and 
springs.  Samples  taken  from  the  public  spring  at  Bagpath 
are  most  unsatisfactory.  Having  regard  to  the  poor  quality 
of  the  water  in  this  parish  the  scheme  for  extending  the 
mains  from  Calcot  should  be  put  in  hand  as  soon  as  possible. 

Ozleworth 

This  parish  obtains  its  water  from  private  supplies 
and  wells. 

Part  of  Cherington 

Part  of  this  area  receives  water  from  the  Stroud 
Water  Board  from  their  mains  in  the  village  and  the 
remainder  is  supplied  by  private  piped  supplies. 

Ashley 

The  Culkerton  part  of  this  parish  is  supplied  by  the 
Rodmarton  Estate  supply  which  has  been  maintained  during 
the  year  but  owing  to  increased  demand  the  pressure  is  very 
poor  during  the  day. 
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Ashley  is  not  well  supplied,  there  being  one  private 
piped  supply  for  a farm  and  its  cottages  but  the  remainder 
of  the  properties  have  no  very  satisfactory  supply.  It  will 
be  possible  to  supply  this  parish  from  the  improved  Long 
Newnton  supply  scheme  proposed  by  the  Bristol  Waterworks 
Company. 


Bristol  Waterworks  Company  (West  Glos.  Division) 

This  undertaking  covers  the  parishes  of  Long  Newn- 
ton, Shipton  Moyne,  Didmarton,  Boxwell  with  Leighterton. 
Westonbirt  and  Tetbury  Upton. 

Long  Newnton 

Little  progress  has  been  made  to  improve  the  water 
supply  to  this  parish  and  the  Council  are  still  operating 
the  supply  from  Long  Newnton  borehole  powered  by  a 
diesel  generator  which  is  most  unsatisfactory  and 
uneconomical  to  run. 

Shipton  Moyne,  Didmarton  and  Boxwell  with  Leighterton 

The  piped  supply  to  these  parishes  has  been  main- 
tained during  the  year. 


Westonbirt  and  Lashorough 

Westonbirt  is  supplied  by  the  School  undertaking 
which  relies  on  a borehole  with  a million  gallon  ground 
level  reservoir  from  which  the  water  gravitates  to  the 
school  and  surrounding  properties. 

Lasborough  is  supplied  by  a private  piped  supply. 


Tetbury  Upton 

Parts  of  this  parish  are  supplied  by  the  Tetbury 
water  undertaking  but  the  areas  of  Upton  and  Ilsom  are 
served  by  private  boreholes  and  piped  supplies. 

1 new  connection  was  made  to  the  Tetbury  supply 
during  the  year. 
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The  Stroud  Water  Board 

This  Board  covers  Avening  and  the  part  of  Chering- 
ton  in  the  Severn  Catchment  Area. 

The  supply  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained  during 
the  year  and  5 new  connections  were  made.

Public  Cleansing 

House  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  all  parishes 
except  for  a few  isolated  premises  where  a fortnightly 
collection  is  carried  out  by  arrangement. 

The  majority  of  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the  Council’s 
tip  in  Herd  Lane,  Tetbury,  which  has  in  the  past  given 
rise  to  nuisances  from  flies  and  smells.  Tipping  is  now 
part  controlled,  the  majority  of  refuse  being  covered  at 
least  weekly  and  fires  are  dealt  with  satisfactorily.  The 
daily  spraying  of  the  refuse  with  insecticide  has  reduced 
the  fly  nuisance  to  reasonable  proportions.  The  Cherington 
tip  is  used  for  one  load  of  refuse  per  week.

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Sewage  and  Drainage 

The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  are  preparing 
a revised  scheme  for  the  Tetbury  Sewage  Works  and  it  is 
hoped  that  tenders  will  be  obtained  early  next  year. 

The  River  Avon  Catchment  Board  took  samples  of 
the  effluent  and  the  stream  which  were  unsatisfactory. 

27  new  connections  were  made  to  the  sewer  during 
the  year. 


Averting  and  Cherington 

The  sewage  works  at  Avening  has  worked  very 
satisfactorily  during  the  year  and  the  effluent  is  still  of  a 
high  quality. 

7 new  connections  were  made  during  the  year. 


Didmarlon 

Consultations  are  taking  place  between  the  Council 
and  the  Malmesbury  R.D.C.  with  a view  to  making  some 
satisfactory  arrangements  for  the  drainage  of  this  parish 
in  conjunction  with  Sopworth  and  the  Consulting  Engineers 
are  investigating  the  position. 

Maintenance  of  the  old  village  street  drain  has  been 
carried  out  by  the  Council  during  the  year  but  it  is  most 
unsatisfactory  and  gave  rise  to  numerous  complaints. 


Other  Parishes 

The  Council  has  no  drainage  system  in  any  of  the 
other  parishes  except  the  Council  House  sites  in  Shipton 
Moyne,  Didmarton  and  Leighterton. 

During  the  year  283  inspections  were  made  in  con- 
nection with  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal. 
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River  Pollution 


The  only  case  reported  during  the  year  arose  from 
the  effluent  from  the  Tetbury  Sewage  Works.  As  stated  a 
revised  scheme  is  being  prepared  for  modernising  the  works 
to  prevent  the  pollution  of  the  river. 


Housing 

During  the  year  294  inspections  were  made  and  37 
informal  notices  were  served. 


Housing  Act,  1949 — Improvement  Grants 

During  the  year  17  applications  for  grant  were 
approved  in  respect  of  28  dwellings.  The  average  grant 
paid  per  dwelling  was  £263.  Ten  certificates  of  completion 
were  issued. 

8 applications  for  Standard  Grant  were  received 
during  the  year  under  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing 
Act,  1959. 

A total  of  127  Improvement  Grants  have  been 
approved  since  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Act. 


Caravans 

Licences  for  stationing  5 individual  caravans  were 
issued  during  the  year. 


Council  Houses 

The  16  “ Reema  ” dwellings  at  Lowfield  Road, 
Tetbury,  comprising  12  low  cost  houses  (approximately 
£1,000  each  basic)  and  4 one-bedroom  flats  were  completed 
during  the  year. 

A site  was  acquired  off  Northfield  Road,  Tetbury, 
during  the  year  and  it  is  proposed  to  erect  34  low  cost 
houses  and  12  one-bedroom  flats  in  this  new  development. 
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Tenders  were  invited  from  the  Reema  Construction  Co. 
Ltd.,  for  the  houses.  The  road  works  were  put  out  to 
open  tender. 

Investigations  were  made  into  possible  sites  at 
Avening  for  a small  number  of  aged  persons  bungalows. 
The  Woodstock  site  was  considered  to  be  the  most  suitable 
provided  no  difficulties  arose  over  the  purchase  of  the  land 
or  the  drainage  of  the  area. 

The  question  of  a suitable  site  for  4 Council  Houses 
at  Cherington  was  still  under  consideration. 

The  Council  now  have  375  houses,  298  of  which  are 
in  Tetbury  parish  and  42  in  Avening. 

977  inspections  were  made  under  this  heading  during 
the  year. 


New  Buildings 

Plans  submitted  for  approval  under  the  Council’s 
building  byelaws  amounted  to  86  during  the  year,  including 
14  new  dwellings,  37  alterations  and  additions  and  35 
miscellaneous. 

Some  856  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  new 
building  works  during  the  year. 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

The  number  of  treatments  carried  out  during  the 
year  amounted  to  16  and  86  inspections  were  carried  out. 
The  systematic  treatment  of  the  Council’s  sewers,  refuse 
tips,  etc.,  was  carried  out.  No  major  infestations  were 
reported  during  the  year. 


Meat,  Milk  and  Other  Foods 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  but  4 
licences  were  issued  to  slaughtermen  in  the  area  during  the 
year.
